INCANDESCENT BULBS. 

Often Their Heat Has Been Known to 
Burn Articles Touching Them. 

Many people are apt to think, be- 
cause an incandescent lamp is in- 
closed in a glass hulb, and its incan- 
descent filament cannot, therefore, 
come into contact with anything in- 
flammable, that the bulb can be used 
UDder all conditions' and in contact 
with all kinds of malerials with but 
little danger. 

That this is a mistake has been 
proved by several fires in shop win- 
dows where the hanging incandescents 
have been allowed to touch lace or 
other more or less filmy materials 
with -which the window was draped. 

Testimony on this subject can also 
be given by a rash youth who, during 
the zero weather of last winter, went 
to sleep with a burning incandescent 
lamp wrapped in a handkerchief at his 
feet. An hour afterward his slumbers 
were rudely broken by a sensation of 
extreme discomfort at the tips of his 
toes; the room was full of smoke, and 
the smoldering bedclothes were on 
the point of bursting into flame. 

But the record in the demonstra- 
tion of what heat an incandescent 
lamp is capable of throwing out is 
broken in a photograph lately pub- 
lished of a wooden partition through 
which a large hole had been bored 
simply by tin ; restore upon it lateral- 
ly of an incandescent lamp. 

Some mechanic- n ho were at work 
in the mom wanted the light closer, 
and twitted tbe flexible cord around 
I nail in a freshly fini.-Iied wooden 
partition. The lamp, with its bulb 
resting on the wall, was left burning 
when [he workmen left at five p.m. 

When they came back to work at 
seven o'clock next morning the lamp 
had burned a hole larger than itself 
through the wainscoting, and was 
hanging clear of contact with the 
charred wood, which, says tbe Lon- 
don Express, had, fortunately, burned 
itself out.

A DAMNING RECORD. ^ 



Bradley's Pardon Discussed By a 
Prison Commissioner. 



When ex-Governor Bradley jump- 
ed up all the way Iron. New York 
and bitterly denounced lawyer 
Campbell's statement that be had 
pardoued over two bundled men 
who had taken human life during 
his term of oflce as governor, it was 
supposed that the Republican 
Moses knew what he was talking 
about. An examination of the rec- 
ord, however, proves thatCol. Camp- 
bell had build his statement on 
solid fact, and that Ihe ex-chief ex- 
ecutive was either not acquainted 
ith the facts, or was opposed to a 
prolumgation of the truth. 

The Executive Journal of 1895-99 
shows that the pardoning power 
was exercised duiing that period 
with even more recklessness than 
was charged. Col. Campbell's 
statement was that "in Kentucky 
luring the four years of Gov. Brad- 
ley'a administration there were 8% 
lotnicides and 219 men who had on 
heir hands the blood of their fellow- 
men were pardoned." The Journal 
shows that during Bradley's ad- 
ministration pardon was granted 
to 229 persons who had been con- 
icled of either murder or man 
slaughter. 

This number includes a half-doz- 
en commutations of death sentences 
to imprisonment, and in probably 
a dozen Instances the pardon moaut 
.1 restoration to citizenship. 
Of the 229 cases. 126 of the bene- 
ficiaries were sent to the peniten- 
tiary from the mountain counties 
ie State, many of them con 
;d in the most noted murder 
der trials of that section. Among 
most uoted prisoners released 
from the State prison under this 
reckless use of the pardoning 

other leaders of the feuds which 
have disgraced the name of the 
Commonwealth. 

Many of the men pardoned dur- 
ng the Bradley administration 
were in Frankfort, it is said, dur- 
ing the Taylor rebellion last winter . 

In the w hole history of the State 
it is doubtful if a darker record 
than this can be found. Governor 
Bradley should keep a still, or at 
least, a civil tongue in his head, 
The Democrats are loaded with a 
broadside that would blow him for- 
ever out of the political watera, and 
they are strongly inclined to tire it. 
—Glasgow Times.
